Ford suggests that the fore ign-language newspapers in America 
are not clamoring for the United States to get into the mixup in 
Europe. 
Ile, himself, is of the opinion that the present time does 
not justify A m erica 's participation in European allah's. 
But, in

traveled by the irreconcilable#. 
Europe, as Henry bord sees ii, is not yet ready for American 
intervention, because, i$ the United States stepped into European 
affairs now, it would be at the request of the leaders of the gov­ 
ernments w ho arc intent upon saving tile present system in Europe 
and arc not concerned so much about the welfare of the people at 
large.

HENRY KOK IPN OPTIMISM 


I n a recent interview Henry Ford has expressed his optimism 
despite the gloom that hangs over the world like a pall. 
For his 
own industry he sees a future that cannot be correctly appraised. 
Many of the ears that are turned out by the Detroit factory are to 
be shipped to Europe, and this will make it impossible for Die 
factory to fully supply the American market. 
The automobile 
manufacturer sees a steady gain in production in the United States 
and a time of .great prosperity not far away. 
When this man, whose thoughts so often run in different chan­ 
nels from those of his fellows, turned his attention to Kurope, he 
expressed thoughts that were marked by their originality. 
Mr. 
Ford suggests that the foreign-language newspapers in America 
are not clamoring for tin' United Slates to get into the mixup in 
Europe. 
He, himself, is of the opinion that the present time does 
not justify America’s participation in European affairs. 
But, in 
taking this stand, lie has come to it by another road than that 
traveled by the irreconcilable.";. 
Europe, as Henry Lord sees ii, is not yet ready for American 
intervention, because, \i the United States stepped into European 
affairs now, it would he at the request of the leaders of the gov­ 
ernments who are intent upon saving the present system in Europe 
and are not concerned so much about the welfare of the people at 
large. 
This is a new angle. 
Europe has been built lip on entente 
and alliance methods. 
Nations have sought to combine to meet 
other combinations, suspicions have been encouraged and hatreds 
have been rife, and America’s intervention at this time would do 
no more than support this system that holds no promise for the 
future. 
There is much food for thought in the suggestions of this 
unusual man. 
America must avoid entering Europe to he used to 
bolster up a system that should have been scrapped at the end of 
the war or, better still, before the war came on as a result of it. 
On the other hand, there are those who believe that America’s in­ 
tervention and help would so relieve the situation t|iat, as a re­ 
sult of the lifting of the load and the new optimism that would 
be born of America’s helpful counsel, the nations would rise to new 
levels of thought and action and would seek to step into that bet­ 
ter order for which the peoples of Europe are looking in vain. 
It seems certain that America’s appeal to Europe must In- an 
appeal not to the leaders of the governments hut to the hearts and 
the heads of the people in winch it will find a response. 
Henry 
Ford and Senator Corah agree in thinking that the hope of the 
future lies not in the system that finds its expression through lead­ 
ers but in the common people of the nations who have common 
interests, common sufferings and similar .hopes.

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FEW TRIPLE WINNERS IN THE OLYMPICS

New Yolk, March 22. 
Double winners have been many in Olympic game 
competition, triple winners have been occasional, hut (lie teat of A. < . Kraenz- 
lein, the American star, who won lour events at Paris in 1!K)0 never bas been 
duplicated. 
From the present outlook it will not be duplicated next year In Paris. 
Kraenzlein won the sixty meters dash, the 110-meters hurdles, the 200- 
meters hurdles and the broad jump. 
From a numerical point of view, perhaps his is the outstanding accom­ 
plishment of an athlete in competition with the world, 
.lim Thorpe made the 
greatest of all records in Stockholm, but his. marks were never put on 
the 
books, because he played a game of baseball once. 
Equally meritorious and perhaps even more was the record made by Ray 
Ewry, the American jumper, who dominated the standing jumping events in 
four Olympic- meets. 
Ewry won the high jump, the broad jump and the triple jump in 1000 in 
Paris and 1904 in St. Louis. 
He won the broad jump ami the high jump also 
at 
Athens in 1900 and in London in DOX. 


Hannes Kolehmainen, the veteran “Flying Finn," was a triple winner in 
1912 when he won the cross country race and tin* 5,000 and 10,000 meter runs. 
Other Americans who achieved a triple triumph were Ilahn. who won the 
OO, IOO and 200 meters dashes in 1904, and Hillman, winner of the 400 meters 
run and the 200 and 400 meters hurdles. 


Eddie Hollins was the worst hall player, Monte Cross, former shortstop 
of the Athletics, over saw hut

and he had found his place at 
second. 
“Connie* Mack introduced 
me to Collins," Cross said recently,
